Chipper Nixon 
to Moscow 


WASHINGTON (UPI > - President Nixon headed today for his third 
Summit meeting in a little over two years with Soviet leaders, expressing 
hope his new "journey for peace ’ would help avoid a runaway arms race 
and a danger of world war 
Nixon flew first to Brussels for meetings with some of the top leaders of 
NATO countries - with the aim of giving "new purpose and direction 
to 
the alliance 
before going to Moscow Thursday 
In a brief departure ceremony at 
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Andrews 
Air 
Force 
Base, 
just 
outside Washington, Nixon said that 
"as we take off on another journey 
for peace,” his aim at the Moscow 
Summit was threefold 
"First, we expect to strengthen 
the bilateral relations between the 
two strongest nations in the world 
— ‘‘Second, we hope to develop 
areas of cooperation to displace 
confrontation in other critical areas 
of the world that might be those 
places where conflict could develop 
between the two great powers 
— "And third, we hope to make more 
progress on a goal that we began to 
achieve and move forward toward in 
1972 of limiting both the burden and 
also the threat of nuclear arms over 
our two nations and over the world 
generally.” 
The President seemed in good 
spirits, having apparently recovered 
strength from the fatiguing Mideast 
trip He also showed no sign, in his 
public appearances on leaving the 
White House and at the airbase, of 
the 
attack 
of 
phlebitis 
which 
affected his left leg while he was on 
his way to the Mideast 
He expressed confidence, in his 
departure 
statement, 
that most 
Americans "are united behind the 
efforts we are making to attempt to 
resolve differences that otherwise 
would lead to a runaway arms race 
and 
otherwise 
would 
lead 
to 
confrontation not only between two 
great powers but all over the 
world ” 
Nixon leaves behind, as he did 
when he went to the Mideast for the 
first meeting by a President with 
leaders of three Arab countries in 
their own capitals, the multi-faceted 
Watergate scandals, with Congress 
in the process of an impeachment 
inquiry. 


He made no reference to his 
domestic problems as he outlined 
his hopes for the Moscow summit, 
including further steps to lim it the 
arms race 
"These are very great goals and like 
all greats goals, they are difficult to 
achieve just as was the case of the 
goals we sought to achieve on our 
first trip to the Mideast,” he said 
"But we are confident that when we 
look at these goals not only must we 
seek to achieve them but we believe 
that we can achieve them.” 
The President added. ‘‘And we 
know 
that 
(w ith ) 
American 
strength, American resolve and, 
above all, American determination 
and dedication, that we will be able 
to make progress on this long but 
vitally important journey for peace, 
not only for America but for all 
mankind.” 
This third Nixon Summit with 
Soviet 
leader 
Leonid 
Brezhnev 
follows 
previous 
Nixon Brezhnev 
meetings in Moscow in May, 1972 
— when they signed the first phase of 
nuclear arms control agreements 
— and a Brezhnev visit to the United 
States last June. 
Representatives of the Soviet and 
Belgian embassies saw Nixon off at 
Andrews Air Force Base, Md , just 
outside Washington, as he, his wife 
and a high-level delegation led by 
Secretary 
of 
State 
Henry 
A. 
Kissinger left for Brussels. He goes 
on to Moscow Thursday 
The limp from the phlebitis attack 
showed up while Nixon was in the 
Mideast but was not disclosed until a 
reporter made first mention of it 
Monday

during the trip by soaking his leg 
and giving him an elastic stocking.

Last Friday county firemen aided 
by a bulldozer from Vandenberg Air 
Force Base contained a 50-acre 
brush fire virtually on the doorsteps 
of homes along Rucker Road in 
Mission 
Hills. 
No 
homes were 
actually . threatened, 
but 
two 
firemen received minor injuries. 
Tinder dry brushland and rugged 
terrain in some areas has a high 
potential for fire hazard, according 
to County 
Batt. 
Chief Richard 
Minor, formerly of Lompoc Fire 
Department, 
and 
Capt. 
Jacob 
Brown of Station 51 in Vandenberg 
Village. Minor s jurisdiction is in 
Santa Maria area, 
Orcutt, 
Los 
Alamos, 
Sisquoc 
and 
Cuyama 
Valley. Brown works in Lompoc 
Valley and such areas as Jalama 
Beach. 
To aid the areas with the roughest 
terrain, during time of greatest 
danger, the county is training a 
hotshot fire crew of 14 men who are 
skilled in hand tool firefighting.

Seven 
persons 
were 
killed, 
including an Israeli woman and her 
two children who tried to escape the 
guerrillas by jumping out a window. 
The three attacking guerrillas 
were cut down when Israeli troops 
blasted their way into an apartment 
building where they were holding 
out. An Israeli soldier also was 
killed. Six soldiers and a civilian 
were wounded. 
"This operation was a quick reply 
to the barbaric attacks which the 
enemy launched on the refugee 
camps of our people,” a statement 
issued in Damascus by the General 
Command 
of 
the 
Palestinian 
Revolution said. 
The statement of the Palestinian 
general command did not identify 
the organization to which the three 
Arab attackers belonged, but other 
guerrilla sources in Beirut said they 
belonged to A1 Fatah, the largest 
guerrilla organization. 
The guerrillas landed at the resort 
of Nahariyya, a town of 25,000 
persons four miles south of the 
Lebanese border. 
They came in from the Medi­ 
terranean on a gray, rubber raft 
equipped with an outboard motor 
and touched shore about 200 yards 
from 
the 
three-story 
apartment 
building, 
an 
Israeli 
m ilitary 
spokesman said. 
Neighbors said the assault began 
an hour before midnight and ended 3 
Vz hours later when army troops 
stormed the white concrete and 
stone building under heavy fire.

In another guerrilla attack, the 
Israeli m ilitary command reported 
several mortar shells fired early 
today at the border town of Qiryat 
Shemona, where 28 Israelis were 
killed in a guerrilla attack last May. 
The command said the mortar fire 
was returned and there were no 
casualties.

The 
Supreme Court today unanimously 
struck down a Florida law giving 
political candidates free newspaper 
space to reply to criticism of them 
by the paper. 
The ruling, anxiously awaited by 
the nation s daily press, held that 
the 
law 
violated 
the 
F irs t 
Amendment guarantee of a free 
press because it "operates as a 
command in the same sense as a 
statute or regulation" forbidding a 
newspaper 
from 
publishing 
something. 
Mississippi is the only other state 
with 
a 
similar 
law. 
but 
the 


newspaper 
industry 
feared 
still 
more states might have adopted 
such a statute had the Court upheld 
the Florida law. 
Chief Justice Warren E. Burger, 
in the opinion reversing the Florida 
Supreme Court, said 
"A newspaper is more than a 
passive receptacle or conduit for 
news, comment and advertising. 
The choice of material to go into a 
newspaper and the decisions made 
as to limitation on the size of the 
paper, and content, and treatment of 
public issues and public officials 
— whether 
fair 
or 
unfair 
— 
constitutes the exercise of editorial 
control and judgment." 


The Miami Herald brought the 
case to the Supreme Court after it 
was sued by Pat L. Tornillo, a 1972 
Democratic candidate for the state 
House 
of 
Representatives. 
The 
Herald had rejected his demand to 
print replies to editorials opposing 
his candidacy.

Some committee members favor

which members say have cleared up 
some parts the White House labeled 
unintelligible. 
If the committee restores the 
expletives which the White House 
deleted, it may sell even more 
copies than the presidential version, 
which was printed in full or in part

The first 
Government Printing Office edition 
was sold out within hours and 
private publishers have also issued 
paperback versions.

Violent political clashes 
reportedly erupt in China 


HONG KONG (UPI) — Violent clashes between opposing political 
factions have erupted in at least a dozen major cities and provincial areas 
of China this month, diplomatic sources specializing in Chinese affairs said 
today. 
, 
Wall posters put up in Peking during the past few days claimed some 
deaths occurred in at least one area, Kiangsi Province in East Central 
China. One series of posters reported 200 deaths but was vague on details. 
China specialists in both Peking and Hong Kong indicated they have not 
been able to confirm the reports of fatal clashes. 
But they said the claims should not be discounted since they were 
contained in posters put up in the capital with the support of at least some 
members of the central leadership. 
So far the clashes appear to have involved small factional groups fighting 
with sticks, stones, iron bars and other makeshift weapons. 
The Peking posters about violence in Kangsi have been the most 
sensational and detailed. 
They were put up by a group from the province calling itself the Sons and 
Daughters of Chingkangshan.” 
Chingkangshan is the mountain where 
Communist Party Chairman Mao Tse-tung formed his first guerrilla base in 
1927 
The wall posters -th e main medium in China’s current mass political 
campaign — were addressed to Mao and the party leadership in the form of 
an open letter.

The posters attacked the Kiangsi leadership on several counts, alleging 
noncompliance 
with 
central 
directives, 
disruption 
of 
production, 
suppression of dissent, promotion of capitalist practices and other errors. 
The violence in Kiangsi and elsewhere appeared to be an outgrowth ot a 
directive issued by the Peking leaders at the end of May. It authorize 
attacks in posters on leaders and said action would be taken if the criticism 
proved correct.

Planners give private school year to build

The operator of a private 
school was given a one-year 
extension on construction 
deadline for a new building 
after an appeal

Jesse Ramming told the 
commission last night that 
the original target date of 
June 1975 for completion of 
the new building at 301 W. 
Pine Ave., was impractical. 
She said construction was 
about six to eight months 
behind schedule and blamed 
the slow progress on the 
insistence by members of 
her family that the quality 
of the new structure exceed 
the minimum allowed by 
city standards. 
The commission engaged 
in considerable discussion 
before 
finally 
voting 
to 
grant 
Mrs. 
Ramming a 
year’s extension until June 
1976. Mrs. Ramming agreed 
to consult with the city’s 
community 
development 
department on any major 
changes she contemplated 
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in the construction as the 
work progressed. 
During 
the 
exchanges, 
John Ramming described 
the work he was doing while 
home from college for the 
summer. He said the family 
had already spent more 
than $10,000 on materials 
and services for the new 
building 
and 
attributed 
some of the expense to new 
earthquake standards for 
public buildings. 
At 
. 
one 
point, 
commissioner 
George 
Barnes suggested that the 
Ramming family might find 
it convenient to consider 
hiring a building contractor 
to aid them in the work. 
Mrs. Ramming disagreed, 
and declared: “ We can do a 
better 
job 
than 
any 
contractor.” 
Some 
aspect 
of 
the 
construction of the planning 
has been under way since 
about 1972, according to city 
records. On June 12,1972 the 
planning commission voted 
to permit the Rammings to 
continue use of a house at 
301 W. Pine Ave., for a 
private school. One of the 
conditions was that the 
Rammings 
apply 
for 
a 
building permit for a new 
building. 
Last night Mrs. Ramming 
and her son revealed that 
the concrete slab is in place, 
but the framing that was 
scheduled to be up before 
June of this year is still to 
be done.

The dispute began Friday, 
when

Jackson, 
I) Wash., 
announced he had received 
“ r a th e r 
s t a r t l in g ’ 
information that the May 26, 
1972, U.S.-Soviet agreement 
limiting offensive missiles 
had 
been 
s e c re tly 
reinterpreted to give the 
Russians more missiles and 
the 
United 
States 
less 
— without telling Congress 
On Monday, Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger 
held 
a 
70-minute 
news 
conference mostly devoted 
to Jackson’s charges, which 


Kissinger called “ false in 
every detail.” 
Jackson had said that a 
secret agreement allowed 
the Russians to replace 70 
missiles aboard its elderly, 
diesel-powered 
G-class 
submarines, which he said 
would allow them a total of 
1,020 
submarine-launched 
missiles instead of the 960 
publicly 
announced 
on 
President Nixon’s last visit 
to Moscow in 1972. 


Kissinger replied that the 
950 ceiling still stands, and 
was specifically reinforced 
in a subsequent agreement 
of interpretation between 
the two countries. 


Furthermore, 
he 
said, 
even if the Russians wanted 
to claim 
a 
“ super-legal 
interpretation” 
of 
the 
original agreement in order 
to put modern missiles in 


elderly, vulnerable, short 
range submarines, it would 
be “ absurd” for them to do 
so. 
Jackson’s 
second 
point 
was that the 1972 agreement 
allowed the United States

missiles, but that the Nixon 
administration secretly told 
the Soviets it would in fact 
deploy only 656 
Kissinger replied that this 
was done after the top U.S.

Soviets launch unmanned Salyut lab 


MOSCOW (UPI) - The 
Soviet Union successfully 
launched 
an 
unmanned 
Salyut • space 
laboratory 
today, paving the way for 
what could be a manned 
space linkup coinciding with 
the visits of President Nixon 
and U.S. astronauts. 
The 
station, 
Salyut-3, 
went into orbit 14 months 
after 
the 
unsuccessful 
mission of Salyut-2. 
The Tass news agency 
announcement of the launch 
did 
not 
mention 
the 
possibility of a cosmonaut 
linkup with Salyut-3 
But 
Western 
space 
experts said if all goes well, 
the Soviets will probably 
soon launch one or more 
manned 
Soyuz 
Union 
spacecraft to dock with the 
orbiting laboratory. 


There was speculation a 
manned launch could come 
during the week-long visit 
by 
P resident 
Nixon 
beginning Thursday or while 
American astronauts are 
here until mid-July training 
for next year’s Soyuz-Apollo 
linkup. 


Jack Reilly, spokesman for 
the nine astronauts, said the 
Americans did not know 
about the launch until a 
W estern 
newsman 
telephoned 
them. 
The 
Americans are staying at 
Star 
Ciy 
near 
Moscow. 
Salyut-3 was launched from 
central Asia. 


The 
f i r s t 
S a ly u t 
laboratory 
experiment 
ended in tragedy in 1971. 
Three cosmonauts aboard 
Soyuz-11 docked with the 


station but died on their 
return to earth due to a 
leaky 
hatch 
on 
their 
spacecraft. 
The 
Salyut-2 
station, 
launched April 3, 1973, was 
badly damaged 11 days later 
by an unexplained accident 
which cut loose four solar 
panels supplying electricity, 
according 
to 
Western 
monitors. 


The 
station 
eventually 
disintegrated 
in 
space 
without any attempt being 
made to send a manned 
spacecraft up to dock with 
it. 
The 
Soviets 
never 
confirmed the accident and 
said the Salyut was never 
meant to be anything more 
than an unmanned test of 
the space station. 


At 
the 
time, 
Western 
experts said the accident 
raised serious doubts about 
the Soviet manned space ^ 
program. 
There 
was 
particular concern about the 
Soviets’ ability to carry out 
the 
1975 
Soyuz-Apollo 
docking mission. 
Nine U.S. astronauts who 
arrived here Sunday have 
resumed joint training with 
the Soviets for the mission. 
Tass said the purpose of 
Salyut-3 is to perfect the 
station’s design and on­ 
board systems. 
The 
laboratory 
was 
circling the earth every 89.1 
minutes at an angle of 51.6 
degrees, the agency said. Its

miles.

On a unanimous vote, the 
Senate 
added 
an 
amendment removing the 83

loan 
a u t h o r ity 
o r i g i n a l l y 
proposed The amendment 
in effect provides a blank 
check to the agriculture 
secretary to provide a 90 per 
cent federal guarantee of 
repayment on loans to any 
bona fide cattle, hog or 
poultry producer The loans 


would 
be 
made 
by 
c o m m e rc ia l 
lending 
institutions at the going 
interest rate. 
The 
amendment 
also 
lowered 
the 
amount 
of 
money each producer can 
receive 
under 
federal 
guarantee from 81 million to 
8350,000, a move specifically 
designed to lessen consumer 
opposition to the bill. 
Although 
meat 
prices 
have remained relatively 
high in the supermarket, 
cattlemen 
have 
suffered 
steady losses in the amount 
they receive for animals 
sold for slaughter since late 
last summer. In the past 
few months, pork prices 
also have dipped below the 
cost of production, and the 
poultry industry is facing a 
similar situation. 
Agriculture 
Department 
officials said as of June 1, 
cattlemen were losing an 
average of 8120 per head on 
cattle raised for slaughter, 
but losses as high as 8150 to 
8200 per animal have been 
re p o rte d 
by 
c a t tle 
producers themselves. 


Character assassin or stolen 'blind'? 
Hughes-Maheu case goes to jury 


LOS ^NGELES (UPI) - 
A federal court jury begins 
trying to determine today 
whether Howard Hughes is 
a character assassin, hiding 
behind 
his 
millions, 
or 
Robert Maheu is a thief who 
gained the billionaire’s trust 
and then “ stole him blind. 
After hearing four months 
of testimony, the jury in the 
Hughes-Maheu 
libel 
trial 
was 
to 
begin 
its 
deliberations today, after 
hearing instructions from 
U.S. District Court Judge 
Harry Pregerson. 


The judge’s instructions 
were expected to include his 
advice to the jury on what 
weight 
to 
give 
Hughes’ 
absence from the trial and 
other key issues. 
Maheu was one of Hughes’ 
top lieutenants and advisers 
and was head of the Bil­ 
lionaire’s Nevada empire 
when he was fired in 1970. 


Asked about the dismissal in 
1972, at the telephone news 
conference called to expose 
the phony Clifford Irving 
biography, Hughes said he 
fired Maheu because he was 
“ a 
no 
good 
dishonest 
sonofabitch who stole me 
blind.” 
Maheu filed suit for 817.5 
million. 


In 
closing 
arguments 
Monday, lawyers for Maheu 
and Summa Corp.— Hughes’ 
legal stand in— hammered 
again on their main themes. 
Summa, 
the 
holding 
corporation for most of 
Hughes’ interests, defended 
the statement as true, again 
painting Maheu as a man 
who used his position to bilk 
the billionaire of huge sums 
of money, trying to focus 
the jurors’ attention on the 
sole question of whether 
Maheu did or did not steal 
from Hughes. 


Maheu’s attorney, Morton 
Galane, 
drummed 
on 
Hughes’ refusal to appear 
personally, 
or 
even 
to 
submit an affadavit, to back 
up his accusation against 
Maheu. 
The question, he said, is 
“ whether we are to live by a 
double 
standard,” 
and 
whether 
there 
is 
“ one 
standard of law for all 
citizens.” 
A verdict for Hughes, he 
argued, would condone the 
conduct of a man "who did 
not see fit to show his face 
to the world as he destroyed 
another human being from 
behind an electronic box.’ 


Norbert 
Schlei, 
for 
Summa, said “ speeches and 
emotionalism” aside, “ the 
issue is whether Mr. Maheu 
in substance stole from his 
employer.” 
Hughes’ absence has no 
significiance to the trial, the 


attorney said, pointingout 
that trial or no trial, Hughes 
has remained secluded from 
the world for more than 20 
years. 
“ Maybe it makes sense 
for a man like that to pay 
someone enormous sums of 
money to be his eyes, 
Schlei said, referring to 
Maheu’s position. 
“ Mr. Hughes trusted Mr. 
Maheu 
completely, 
and 
what 
did 
it 
get 
him? 
Everything that was not 
mailed down was carted 
away 
during 
(Maheu’s) 
stewardship,” the lawyer 
said. 
Maheu 
has 
agreed 
he 
made 
money 
off 
his 
relationship with Hughes in 
addition to his salary, but 
testified 
that 
Hughes 
verbally authorized him to 
do so as a way of giving him 
more pay without arousing 
the 
jealousy 
of 
other 
executives.

Brussels first stop 
on 7day of Europe7 


BRUSSELS (UPI) - A “ Day of Europe,” President 
Nixon’s whirlwind substitute for his abortive “ Year of 
Europe,” dawned today in this citadel of the Western 
Alliance. 
Nixon planned to fly here tonight with his wife and 
Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger for 36 hours of 
meetings, talks and ceremonies with the leaders of 
America’s 14 North Atlantic Treaty Organization (NATO ) 
allies. 
That done, he will fly Thursday morning to Moscow for 
his third summit with Soviet leaders. 
In a closed meeting Wednesday morning and talks 
Wednesday afternoon. Nixon was scheduled to tell his allies 
what he plans to do, say and sign in Moscow 
The consultation, plus the signing of an Atlantic Declara­ 
tion, was aimed at substituting cooperation for conflict in 
NATO relations. 
The visit marked Nixon’s first call on the 12 NATO allies 
in five years. 
Since then, United States-European relations have cooled 
to the point where Kissinger suggested that 1973 be the 
“ Year of Europe,” a year for refurbishing the sstrained 
Atlantic relations. 
Part of the year was to be a presidential trip to Western 
Europe. But the 1973 Middle East War, Watergate and 
intensified alliance bickering blocked the trip. 
The year ended with the administration questioning the 
“ legitimacy” of its allies’ governments and threatening to 
pull its troops out of Europe 
In this atmosphere, it was impossible to sign a planned 
“ Atlantic Declaration” on economic relations between 
Washington and the European Common Market nations. 
But the NATO nations as a whole agreed on a similar 
declaration on political and military ties, and the 15 
leaders, including Nixon, will sign that at a NATO 
ceremony Wednesday. 
Nixon also planned meetings with some of the leaders. 
Among the heads of government gathered here were West 
German Chancellor Helmut Schmidt, French Premier 
Jacques Chirac and British Prime Minister Harold Wilson. 
Nixon has met none of them since they took office.

clinic is legal. 


“ It 
doesn’t 
sound 
too 
legal,” 
said 
Dominick 
Carnovale of the Wayne 
County prosecutor’s office. 
“ Can you sell your sexual 
services by calling yourself 
a sex therapist?” 
But one of Carnovale’s 


fellow 
attorneys 
said, 
“ Sounds like it’s not illegal 
since it is sexual intercourse 
with consenting adults. The 
money isn’t going to the 
surrogate partner, but to the 
institute.”

Mayors7 conference opens to politicking 


SAN DIEGO (UPI) — The presidential election may be 
two years away but politicking was in earnest Monday 
during the opening of the 42nd annual Conference of 
Mayors. 
The Democrats, guided by National Chairman Robert 
Strauss, held a late night caucus at the Islandia Hotel with a 
goal of lining up the unemployed and poverty stricken to 
vote for the Democratic choice. 
“ Inflation is the major deterrent to the masses achieving 
conditions to make ends meet,” said Mayor Maynard 
Jackson of Atlapta, head of the Southern Democratic bloc. 
“ There’s a potential for a coalition for good. ” 
He is seeking a federal commitment for a 2 per cent 
unemployment level. 
Earlier, former Attorney General Elliot Richardson told 
the mayors that the cities hold the keys to restoring 
confidence in government. 


Citing the ability to communicate with people, tell them 
the truth and work for decentralization of federal 
government, Richardson obtained the support of mayors. 


Asked about the presidency, he said, “ WeH. I ’m certamly 
thinking about it ...

minority, we have certain rights to 
our privacy, and that since this is a 
women's college, we shouldn’t have 
to accommodate men in our living 
quarters.

killed by state panel

SACRAMENTO (U PI)-A 
bill providing for public 
financing 
of 
California 
election 
campaigns 
was 
killed Monday by the Senate 
Finance Committee on a 3 - 
8 vote 
The measure (SB 1660) by 
Sen Arlen Gregorio, D - San 
Mateo, would have allowed 
candidates in statewide or 
legislative races the option 
of 
financing 
their 
campaigns by traditional 
methods of fundraising or 
by collecting set amounts 
from the state. Only general 
election expenses would be 
covered. 


It 
al so 
would 
have 
submitted 
to 
voters 
an 
“ advisory” question on the 
Nov. 
5 general 
election 
ballot, asking whether they 
approved 
of 
public 
campaign financing. 
The bill provided specific 
amounts to major party 
candidates who chose the 
public financing option and 
lesser amounts based on the 
number of registered voters 
for minor party candidates. 
The governor would have 
been eligible for $15 million 
and other statewide officers 
$375,000. 
Major 
party 
candidates for state Senate 


would have received up to 
$50,000 
and 
Assembly 
candidates $33,000 
The 
Reagan 
administration, 
which 
opposed the measure, es­ 
timated it could cost the 
taxpayers $20 million during 
an 
election 
year 
when 
statewide officers were up 
Gregorio said he figured it 
would cost about $30 million

State tax hike? 
Bill shifts welfare tab 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The state 
would take over $118 million in welfare 
costs from county property taxpayers 
under legislation which has reached the 
Senate floor. 
The bill (SB1886) by Sen. Alfred E. 
Alquist, D-San Jose, was approved Monday 
by the Senate Finance Committee on a 
minimum 7-0 vote despite a warning it 
might result in a statewide tax increase 
The shift in welfare costs would involve 
money counties currently contribute to the 
state and federal welfare program for 
some 500,000 aged, blind and disabled 
Californians. 
The bill would require that property 
taxes be correspondingly lowered each 
year during a five-year phase-in of the 
state takeover. 


Both state and federal governments now 
contribute to the so-called adult aid 
programs as well as the counties. Alquist 
argued that since the counties had no say in 
the effort, their contribution amounted to 
an unfair statewide property tax. 
Opposing 
the 
measure 
was 
Albert 
Brown, a spokesman for the Reagan 
administration’s Finance Department. He 
said the bill, which he called “ major 
property tax relief,” could result in a 
statewide tax hike. 
The county contribution to the program 
was 
a 
compromise 
between 
the 
administration 
and 
Democratic 
lawmakers last year over the terms of new 
federal welfare rules which turned over to 
Washington, D C., administration of the 
adult aid programs.

Legislators 
currently 
received $19,200 a year in 
salary, the highest in the 
nation. Their pay next year 


will increase to $21,120. 


The legislation proposed 
that the state Personnel 
Board set

lawmakers 
based on the California 
Consumer 
Price 
Index. 
Legislators currently can 
vote 
them selves 
a 
maximum 5 per cent-a-year 
pay raise.

Water bill OK'd 
without key item 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - 
A bill aimed at evenly 
spreading the woes of a 
drought 
between 
water 
users and the ecology of 
California’s 
rivers

cleared a Senate committee 
but not before removal of a 
key provision. 
The measure (SB1873) by 
Sen. 
Howard 
Way, 
R- 
Exeter, • was approved by 
the 
Finance 
Committee 
Monday on a 16-0 vote and 
sent to the floor after the 
panel deleted a controversi­ 
al provision relating to the 
San 
Joaquin-Sacramento 
Delta. 
The bill centers on water 
releases from dams. Recent 
decisions from the Water 
Resources Control Board 
have required that certain 
levels of water be released 
from 
dams 
strictly 
to 
maintain 
downstream 
environments for fish, game 
and recreation. 
The 
measure 
Would 
require 
the 
board 
to 
“ weigh” 
those 
needs 
against the needs of farmers 


and other water users in dry 
years. 
With respect to the Delta, 
the 
board 
has 
further 
required that enough water 
be released from tributary 
rivers to maintain a set 
level of water “ quality.” 
The deleted provision of the 
bill would have required 
that quality, too, to be 
weighed against the needs 
of persons who rely on Delta 
water 
for 
drinking 
and 
farming 
Way, chairman of the 
Agriculture and Water Re­ 
sources Committee, said he 
would seek to have the 
provision reinstated. 
As originally proposed, 
the intent of the measure 
was to give high priority to 
water 
users 
over 
the 
environment in a draught 
year, should one occur. But 
it attracted opposition from 
environmentalists and the 
board itself, whose powers 
would have been reduced 
Much of the opposition has 
since been withdrawn after 
a redrafting of the proposal.

intramural 
athletics, not integration of 
intercollegiate teams, will 
result from a federal law 
prohibiting 
sex 
discrimination in education. 
In the first of a series of 
nationwide briefings, Gwen 
Gregory, of the Office of 
Civil Rights in Washington, 
DC., Monday spelled out 
provisions of Title IX of the 
Education Amendments Act 
of 1972. 
The law requires equal 
funding 
for 
mens 
and 
women’s athletic programs 
at 
federally-assisted 
educational institutions, or 
the money will be withheld. 
“ Equal opportunity is the 
key here,” Mrs. Gregory 
said. “ We have allowed for 
separate athletic teams, for 
example, where we felt 
women would be effectively 
discriminated 
against 
if 
they had to compete with 
men for the same slots.” 
The new regulations cover 
admission and treatment of 
students and employment. 
It provides that leave and 
fringe benefits of teachers 
must 
be 
applied 
to 
pregnancy as to any other 
temporary disability. 
Public comment will be 
sought until Oct. 15, when 
the amending process will 
begin, with a final draft to 
take effect by 1975.

Chicken has traditionally been one 
of the less expensive forms of meat 
available at your market. 
On page four of the same edition, the 
reader was faced with this headline: 
“Slum inhabitants eating dogfood.” The 
article went on to relate that as much as 
one third of all dog and cat food sold in 
slum areas is being consumed by humans. 
This information was presented to a food 
study group of the U.S. Senate. 
So, what do we have in the U.S. today? 
On the one hand, we have the Secretary of 


Agriculture, Earl Butz, saying the U.S. 
“does not intend to sit idly by and become 
the dumping ground 
for the world s 
surplus meat.” On the other, we have 
citizens of the most prosperous country in 
the history of the world forced to eat food 
not fit for human consumption 


If the U.S. can afford to give millions of 
dollars to bolster the government of South 
Vietnam, how can it not afford to give 
equal amounts of money to our own 
citizens for their survival? Need we ask 


why there is no respect for society and 
government among certain segments of 
the population? Is it any wonder there are 
rising crime rates in every area of this 
land? 


Somewhere along the line our national 
priorities have certainly become confused. 
It is obvious that other things have become 
more important as far as this government 
is concerned than food, decent food, for the 
poor. It is a sad commentary and one we 
might all ponder when next we feed our 
pets.

literature, is “one in a million.”

In the state of Kansas and in the 
time of W atergate, being a doctor is 
better than being a lawyer. “There’s 
a doctor shortage in rural Kansas,” 
says Roy, referring to a current 
issue in the campaign, “ and that 
means people respect doctors who 
work so hard.” The bumper stickers 
say “ Dr. Bill Roy,” not “ Atty. Bill 
Roy.” 
Roy was an obstetrician and 
gynecologist in Topeka before going 
to Congress in 1970. He delivered 
some 5,500 babies, many of whom 
are 
now 
conveniently 
reaching 
voting age. 
Incum bent 
R epublican 
Sen. 
Robert J. Dole says that Roy “ can’t 
hide behind that ‘doctor’ title very 
long” and vows that in his re- 
election campaign “ we’re going to 
help the doctor shortage one way .” 
But Dole’s efforts to paint Roy as 
an eastern wild-eyed liberal have 
yet to alter the breezy, open-faced 
midwestern bedside manner of his 
opponent. 
For one thing, Roy is a typical 
Kansas Democrat, which translates

“I’m not an ideologue, but I think 
I’m running aginst an ideologue.’ he 
told an institute of government 
teachers here. Roy is against a tax 
cut, against deficit spending and 
favors the health-care bill offered 
by 
President 
Nixon, 
not 
the 
Democratic version. 
Roy is “just a country doctor 
the way Sam Ervin is just a country 
lawyer. He benefits from the twin 
dissatisfactions 
of 
consum ers 
angered by inflation and Kansas 
cattlem an plagued by low beef 
prices. Dole is forced into a defense 
of the status quo, a perilous position. 
“ My 
opponent 
says 
that 
the 
Democrats run Congress and he’s 
right. I’ve been able to get things 
done in the House because of my 
relationship with Speaker Albert 
and Majority Leader O’Neill," Roy 
says. 
“ Maybe Kansas ought to 
benefit from having a Democrat in 
the Senate.”

Kansas, after 
44 years, may be ready to swallow 
it.
